States dollar purchased more than 
4,000,000,000,000 marks when sent 
to- Hamburg, Germany, by John Er- 
furt, Warsaw. It engaged the services 
of thq entire police force in a town 
near that city, provided funds to 
stage a fcig party, bought cigars at 
5,000,000 marks each, one pound of 
meat at 2,000,000,000 marks and a 
loaf of bread at 1,200,000,000 marks, 
and there were still half of the marks 
exchanged for the dollar remaining 
to be spent. 


But the dollar did more 'than that, 


for it helped locate Erfurt's parents 
and brothers, who had been lost to 
him for nine years. 


John Erfurt le'ft Germany early in 


1914. 
Some time after his arrival 


here the world war broke out. All 
communications with his family was 
cut off during the conflict and after 
the armistice was signed- and mail 
service resumed between the United 
States and Germany letters he sent 
to his relatives were returned as un- 
deliverable.

Erfurt, 
however, was not con- 


vinced that his relatives were dead 
and finally conceived the idea of 
sending the dollar to Hamburg to be 
converted into marks. He has re- 
ceived a letter from his father telling 
of all the things the lone dollar per- 
formed and has followed it up wiflf 
other American greenbacks with a 
view of aiding his parents.

Experiment With Corn, Checking 


Up on Weights 


The Center high school class in 


agriculture performed an interesting 
•xperiinent on the loss of weight in 
•orn to determine the actual shrink- 
;.ge from gathering time. 


On October 23 a seven ear sample 


was taken from the field and weigh- 


•<1 and ihen weighed again on No- 
vember 8. The class found that the 
: even ears lost 30.2 per cent of their 
weight in the two weeks, which re- 
presents a loss of 302 bushels per 
thousand. 


Another seven ear sample was se- 


lected from a crib on December 14 
ind weighed, and when it was weigh- 
ed again one week later it was found 
• hat the shrinkage in weight amount- 
ed to 14.8 per cent, as compared 
,vith the standard allowance of 5 
)er cent.

WILL HELP SOLVE PROBLEMS

Madison, Wis., Jan. 1—Agricul 


tnral co-operation has grown in tin 
last few years with an unusual ra 
pidity. 


It has came to slay and it is firm 


ly implanted on American soil. 
A 


very important reason for this is 
that the investigations of the oilicia 
marketing- agencies have furnished 
definite facts in regard to the e^ist- 
in<r marketing practices which en 
able farmers to form a fairly definite 
•stimatc as to the chances of suc- 
cess uf their prospective co-opera- 
'ive associations. 


One of the principal objects of co- 


operation is to 
replace 
inefficient 


methods of marketing by more eili- 
•ient ones. 
The data that is avail- 


.ble as a result of studies and in- 
•estigations make it possible to judge 
vhethcr a particular marketing fane- 
ion can be more efliciently perform- 
d by a co-operative organization or 
vhether it should lie left to the ini- 
iative or 
private middlemen. 
In 


his way many failures are avoided. 


Data is also available in regard to 


forms of .organization-ami |),,sj,,,,ss 
practices, such as financing, storing 
and merchandising, and the informa- 
tion is. spread am! popularized by 
various officials and unofficial edu- 
cational agencies. 


The result of all this is that the 


country is covered with a network 
of successful local cooperative as- 
sociations and marketing federa- 
tions. 
Census figures show that a 


business of ifi80C,000,000 in co-oper- 
ative marketing and buying was done 
through \ farmers' 
organizations in 


1019. 
One farm out of every twelve 


in the United States marketed agri- 
cultural products through farmers' 
organizations/ and one farm out of 
every twenty reported co-operative 
purchasing of supplies. 


The total number of farms selling 


products through agricultural co- 
operative associations was 511,383. 
Sales through the farmers' market- 
ng organizations ran up to $721,- 
983,000, which is 
an average of 


I>1,412 for each farm 
reporting. 


The most important products so mar- 
keted were s'rain, milk, cream, fruit 
and truck crops.

pools in the five most important to- 
bacco producing States. These pools 
control from 05 to 85 per cent., of 
the tobacco raised in their respective 
States. 


This short sketch of the progress 


of agricultural • co-operation proves 
that farmers arc determined to have 
something to say 
regarding the 


conditions of the sale of their pro- 
ducts and not to leave it entirely to 
the discretion of the buyers, as has 
been the case in the past. The rapid 
growth of the co-operative idea her- 
alds the coining of the time when 
all marketing will be conducted in 
an orderly manner. 
' 


Co-operation, by bringing the far- 


mers together, enables them to mar- 
ket thcsir products on a large scale, 
thus proportionally reducing operat- 
ing expenses. -Besides, this 
advan- 


tage, co-operation develops acumen, 
initiative-; and a spirit of solidarity 
whereby farmers . get accustomed to 
working harmoniously 
toward the 


improving of their condition. 


While co-operation is an invaluable 


factor so far as the improvement of 
the economic and social conditions 
of farmers is concerned it is far 
from 'being, as many people believe, 
a panacea for all farm ills. There 
are many forces at work in modern 
society thwarting the good effect of 
co-operation as well as all other 
legitimate business activities. 


Among the.-ie- forces are various 


monopolies, such as the monopoly of 
land and other natural resources, 
which increase the farmer's cost of 
production and at'the same time 
lower his income by decreasing the. 
purchasing power of the consuming 
public. 


Until farmers understand and ap- 


ply the remedies that are needed to 
cure these basic evils they cannot 
hope to brmg,4])put a permanent im- 
provement in the agricultural situa- 
tion either through co-Operative mar- 
keting or by any of the other means 
that are commonly advocated.
